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Editor’s note—We present herewith the final letters in the 
discussion of the ‘“‘ten vital questions” regarding long- and 
short-time testing. 


For convenience in reference we repeat the questions: 


THESE ARE THE QUESTIONS 

1. What is your opinion of the seven-day test as a basis of 
Holstein’ values? 

2, What is your opinion of the value of seven-day Holstein 
records as a basis of breeding operations with increas- 
ed economic production as a goal? 

3. Ig the seven-day record gaining or losing public confi- 
dence? 

4, What in your opinion is the relative value of the seven- 
day and year test from the standpoint of the future of 
the business? 

5. Would it be to the advantage of the Holstein breed to 
discontinue the seven-day test? Please give reasons for 
your answer. 

6. Would the discontinuance of the seven-day testing in- 
crease the number of Long Time records? 

7. What effect would such action have upon the little breed- 
er who might not feel able to afford Long Time Semi- 
Official records? 

8. To what extent does the future progress of the Hol- 
stein breed depend on the seven-day test? 

9. Have you observed any serious ill effects from Long 
Time Testing? 

10. What is the reason the public pays more for seven-day 
backing than for Long Time backing, and would this 
condition be changed if Short Time Tests were abol- 
ished? 


MR. GARDNER’S VIEWS—THE DUAL STANDARD 
IS IDEAL 
I am glad to comply with your request that I give an 
expression of my views in regard to the ten questions 
covering testing for advanced registration propounded in 
your issue of February 15th. I do this the more willingly 
because I realize to the fullest extent the importance of 
testing for advanced registration as a means of improving 
our great breed, and that it is necessary that the tests be 
such as will retain the fullest confidence of the public in 
their value. As the questions are worded, it is not easy 
for a person who believes in the value of both forms to 
answer them; and most Holstein-Friesian breeders know 
that I believe in the dual standard, such as we now have 
. and that the very best results are those reached by com- 
bining the short-time official with the long-time semi- 
official test during the same lactation period. 

It is now about sixteen years since my first effort to in- 
terest Holstein-Friesian breeders in the long-time test; that 
effort being a signal failure. Later, when I became Superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry, I again began the agitation; 
but it was several years before our Board of Directors

thought it advisable to allow the entry of long-time tests 
in the Advanced Register, and still longer before any 
prize money was offered for long-time records. Having the 
strongest of faith in advanced registration, and knowing 
that the Advanced Register must become the main herd 
register for any dairy breed, I am not at all discouraged 
by slow developments; and in fact I believe that to be 
slow and sure is often better than to take precipitate ac- 
tion. Even after the adoption of the long-time test with 
offer of prize money, I have been inclined to go slow in 
order to feel out the weak points and so strengthen the 
system that any one could have confidence in results. 
That point has been reached in the development of this 
form of testing; and I may now say that I regard the re 
sults shown in semi-official test as very nearly as accurate 
and reliable as those shown in official test. 

_ As to question 1, I consider the seven-day test, in most 
instances and when the milk does not exceed about five 
per cent fat, as a reasonably fair indication of the capacity 
of a cow, and therefore a reasonably fair basis for the 
valuation of that cow. It is certain that nearly up to the 
present time the seven-day test has been about the only 
measure of capacity and value that Holstein-Friesian 
breeders have had, the short-time Advanced Registry back- 
ing having been about the only backing that any Advanced 
Registry cow could show. Likewise, whatever develop- 
ment the Holstein-Friesian breed shows at the present time 
has come almost wholly through the short-time official 
test; and no one would deny that the breed shows great 
development. 

2. As just mentioned, I know that the short-time test 
has been beneficial in the improvement of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed, though as a basis for the greatest breed 
improvement attainable, I do not consider it taken alone 
as the best test, and in all cases of very large production 
I would combine it with the long-time semi-official test. 

3. As to confidence in the results shown in short-time 
test, I have not been able to note any difference now as 
compared with fourteen years ago when I became Superin- 
tendent. Generally speaking, the results shown in short- 
time test have always deserved the public’s confidence, and 
should at the present time deserve such confidence more 
fully than at any time before. The conduct of official 
tests is much more carefully supervised now than it was 
fourteen years ago. Considering the prices paid for ani- 
mals with short-time tests and short-time backing, one 
could hardly say the public was losing any confidence in 
the value of the short-time test. At the same time a 
goodly portion of the breeding public are becoming con- 
vinced that the long-time test is a better measure of 
value than the short-time test; because they claim that 
while the short-time test may be an indication, thé long- 
time test shows just what the cow can do during a ten 
months or year’s test. Some breeders are making ideal 
tests by combining the short-time and long-time testing. 

4. In considering the future of the business of breeding 
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Holsteins, I am fully convinced that the long-time test 
must become one of the main factors in determining future 
values of our Holstein-Friesian cattle. A great business 
success has been made with the short-time test; and I 
believe a yet greater success can be made with the long- 
time test, combining the two in cases of large producing 
cows and heifers. 

5. I should certainly not consider it to the advantage 
of the breed to discontinue the short-time official test; it 
has been a good test in the past and barring those tests 
showing excessive per cents of fat is just as good now. If 
I may be so allowed to put it, those who have made short- 
time tests in the past have in my opinion a vested interest 


in the continuance of that form of test, which would make, 


it an injustice to them to officially discontinue that form 
of test. There is many a inan who is so situated that he 
can make short-time tests, and yet for one reason or 
another not in any way touching upon the canacity of his 
cows, is not able to take up the long-time test at all. The 
depriving men of any opportunity to test for advanced 
registration would be apt to drive them out of the breed- 
ing business, and wipe them out as future customers. 
Also, the short-time official test is the very best nursery 
for the long-time test, many a man venturing to try the 
short-time test who would not at first undertake the long- 
time test. After a man becomes accustomed to the short- 
time tesing he has no fear in the taking up of the longer 
testing. 

6. Since success in the breeding of all dairy cattle, no 
matter what the breed, denends upon testing for advanced 
registration, it is quite likely that if the seven-day test 
were discontinued the number of long-time tests would 
be increased; but it would be many years before the in- 
crease in cows entered in long-time test would compare 
in number with those now making short-time tests only. 

7. Already partially answered under 5: yet I do not 
consider the long-time test as the wealthy man’s tect. 
but rather as the true dairyman’s test. It certainly would 
not be. possible for the man who merely keevs cows. 
whether he be rich or poor, to make long-time test«: vet 
for the true dairyman—the man whose cows keen him— 
it is usually possible to make the long-time test. The true 
dairyman finds that the increase in milk production from 
the proper care of his cows and the milking three times 
per day during the early months of the lactation period 
more than pays for the extra cost of the work; and the 
knowledge that he is thereby not only making a profit 
but increasing the value of his herd and its progeny acts 
as an incentive. No man who can obtain help enough to 
handle his herd properly, something which many 2 men 
has not been able to do while war conditions have obtained, 
need hesitate to take up the long-time testing. 

8. I think that the future progress of the breed devends 
as much upor?the seven-day test as it ever has; for testing 
for advanced registration is just in its infancy, and in the 
not distant future there will be ten men testing where 
there is now one. It will be as necessary then as now 
for men to learn how to get best results in the feeding 
and handling of cows; and I know of no better way than 
through the experience gained in making short-time tests. 
When men have this experience large numbers of cows 
will be started on long-time test without having any short- 
time test: for the advantage of the present system of lons- 
time testing is that cows may be added as they freshen 
to make up the bunch, and without regard to whether they 
may have previously had the short-time test. When the 
system of testing for advanced registration is fully devel- 
oved, there will be as many long-time tests without any 
short-time in test, and without regard to the rest of the 
long-time continuance; while all animals showing 
especially large production will have the combined short- 
time official and long-time semi-official test. 

9. A few years ago much was said of the harm done in 
long-time testing; and I made an investigation by writing 
to every owner of a cow that had produced above 600 lbs. 
fat. I found losses from tuberculosis, from contagious 
abortion, and from other causes; but the number of cows 
actually said to be injured by the long-time test was com- 
paratively small. In fact, injudicious handling may injure 
a cow in either the long or short-time test; but I believe 
that there are several times as many cows injured in the 
short-time test as in the long-time. The reason for this is 
that some cows are crowded to their utmost during the 
short-time in test, and without regard to the rest of the 
lactation period; while when the cow is to be continued in 
long-time test she must be kept in good shape for the 
whole of the lactation period. No ma™ an safely put off 
the breeding of any cow which in milk beyond the fifth 
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month; for if the breeding is postponed any 1 

that it may result disadvantageously. I believe that thn 
ten months’ test is best for both breeder and cow that 
breeding should not be unduly put off, and that only such 
cows as may have failed to conceive should be continued 
for the full year. 

10. Generally speaking, that form of testing that is most 
extensively and skillfully advertised brings largest re- 
turns; and up to the present time the bulk of the adver. 
tising has had to do with short-time tests. But it will be 
noted that many of our foremost breeders are taking u 
the long-time test; and when these men have established a 
basis and get to advertising the results in their herds in 
earnest, I do not think that there will be any lack of long- 
time advertising, nor lack of high prices for long-time cows, 
Any business nowadays, especially if that business be 
something outside of the breeder’s regular occupation, is 
classed as a game; and may be considered as speculative 
to any degree that the owner likes to make it. Probably the 
speculative feature, coupled with a desire to make a good 
showing in the game, is what attracts many, and specula- 
tive business is always accompanied by extensive adver- 
tising. Any test is really a race against time; and in the 
short-time test men get action more quickly than they do 
in the long-time test. The official discontinuance of the 
short-time test would certainly discredit that form of 
testing and to a large extent destroy values based upon it. 
There would then be no other course than to base values 
on the long-time test, which would tend to reverse present 
conditions. 

I do not consider the two forms of testing as in any 
way antagonistic to each other; but rather that they give 
to each man a choice between two desirable forms. Then if 
any man desires to combine the two forms, as should be 
done in cases of large production, each test supplements 
the cther and we have a complete whole.

WHAT ABOUT THE OTHER 358 DAYS? 
—Hatch of lowana Farms. 

1. In the final analysis the value of the dairy cow is 
based upon her ability to produce a profit in human food 
over and above her cost of keep. But she eats fifty-two 
weeks in the year and must be able to return a profit for 
the fifty-two weeks. The one week test then would seem 
to be a very poor basis of values. 

2. Generally speaking, in order to make an abnormally 
large seven-day record a cow must be dry for a long period 
before freshening. It follows then that the cow that dries 
off quickly is the cow that can make the large seven-day 
record, and the persistent milker can not so easily be 
made to produce heavily for seven days. Breeding from 
the large seven-day record cows then has a tendency to 
chorten the lactation period for the breed, or to reduce 
their producing ability both from the standpoint of econom- 
ic and total production. 

3. An increasingly large proportion of our inquiries de- 
mand animals with long-time records or long-time record 
backing. The seven-day record is losing public confidence. 

4. There can be no question about the increasing popu- 
loritv ef the long-time record. There can be no question 
about its being a far more accurate standard of measure- 
ment of a cow’s producing ability. Can there be any doubt 
then that the yearly test is of far greater value from the 
standpoint of the future of the business? 

5. Yes. It is becoming more and more generally known 
thot our abnormally large seven-day records are “man- 
~ade” rather than “cow-made.” The man who milks his 
eows for a living can not afford to have them dry most 
ef the year in order that he may compete with the wealthy 
owner in the making of seven-day records. 

6. Yes. 

"7. There is a mistaken idea as to relative cost of seven- 
day and yearly test. “The little breeder on the hillside” 
in whom some of our proxy hunting politician members are 
so interested just before the annual meeting would soon 
learn that the semi-official test need cost but little more, 
if any, than the weekly test. It is not necessary to keep 
cows up to the very limit of their endurance for the entire 
year. If they are run along normally, the only expense is 
for the tester each month and this expense is divided 
among all cows on test. Drying off a good honest Holstein 
cow for a greater part of the year for the sake of a seven- 
day spurt is a costly business, with milk at the present 
price. The selling price of this milk that could be but is 
not produced should be added to the cost of the seven-day 
test. Under these conditions the yearly test would actually 
cost less than the seven-day test. 

8. Future progress of the breed does not depend upon 
































seven-day test, although the inflated prices received for 
cattle by some of our members may depend entirely upon 


the seven-day test. 

9, None whatever. The fact that a supervisor of test 
yisits a herd once each month need not harm a cow. If a 
cow is pushed beyond her limit she may, and in all prob- 
ability will be injured, but if the owner has the courage 
to run his cows under normal conditions, dropping a calf 
each year and producing up to their capacity without 
forcing, no ill effects need result. We are running from 
fifteen to twenty cows on long-time test all the time and 
have experienced no harmful results whatever. 


10. The seven-day record has been the standard recog- 
nized by the Association; has had the stamp of approval 
of the national body. The seven-day record has more than 
any other one thing brought the breed to its present com- 
manding position among the dairy breeds, but it would 
seem that it has passed its day of usefulness, since it is 
no longer a safe criterion by which to judge a cow’s ability 
as a producer. There is more and more a tendency, espec- 
jally in the progressive West, to recognize the value of 
the long-time test and to pay for it. The hard-headed farmer 
and the business dairyman, as well as the progressive, 
the constructive breeder, is interested not so much in what 
a cow can do in seven days under “forced draft” and “high 
pressure” as in what she will do under fairly normal con- 
ditions during the other 358 days in the year. The time 
is fast approaching when the yearly record backing will 
command better prices than seven-day backing. “You can 
fool all of the people some of the time; you can fool some 
of the people all of the time, but you cannot fool all of the 
people all of the time.” L. M. Hatch,

2. Little if any value. No measure of honest production. 

3. Losing and justly so. 

4, No comparison if honest production and real dairy 
progress are ends sought. 

5. Yes. The sooner the better if we 
are to continue the present time per- 
iod (early lactation) as a basis. 

1. Because it gives fictitious val- 
ues when we want actual facts about 
production. 

2. We lose the genuine concep- 
tion of” productiveness in the en- 
thusiastic maze to get high figures 
which are baseless, worthless, or 
what is worse, it deceives the unini- 
tiated who is to undertake the work 
as a_ livelihood—wasted energy 
coupled with wrong values. 

3. If relegated to its proper place 
it would turn the breeder to the 
really dependable, the long-time test. 
Tests made two, four, six or eight 
months after calving would be of 
some, yes, of great value, the value 
increasing, of course, as months af- 
ter calving increase. The great good 
of the long-time tests is that it puts 
the value of the cow where the val- 
ue is, and shows to the very casual 
observer or inexperienced buyer just 
what he has at hand and what the 
future really promises. It is the 
only really sane basis—anything 
else is pandering to the vanities. 

6. Most certainly. 

7. No bad effect. We can see no 
increased cost or hardship to any 
breeder great or small. Semi-official 
testing is not the greatest expense. 
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However, we need not do away with all short-time tests. 
Those made after the first month of lactation should be 
given value, recognized and graded, value increasing as 
months go by. It is the early seven-day record that will 
finally react to the detriment of any breed. 


8. Thoughtful constructive breeders will depend but 
slightly on this short-time test. We long since reached 
where the ways part, and are traveling the wrong direc- 
tion. Real basic values, no other, can finally stand. 


9. We beligsve many are injured and permanently by 
over feeding, forced feeding. It is te demonstrate to the 
dairyman who gets his livelihood through the sensible 
handling of the cow, for whom all this planning and work 
looking toward production should be done. Forced feeding 
is not in his usual sphere, more especially if he is sensible 
of ultimate results. There should be some plan, some 
methodical way of feeding, by which all cows in test 
could be handled along similar lines, varying, of course, to 
suit size of cow, feeding ability, and what else judgment 
would dictate; yet some plan to guide as to kind of food, 
quantity, etc., so we might be able to judge ability at the 
pail, through consumption and the natural ability of the 
cow, and thus get something really basic upon which to 
build for honest production and hereditary ability. Feed- 
ers, feed, drugs, manipulations or whatever may be under- 
taken to overdo nature lead to no final gratifying results. 
Much of it is not commendable; some of it is reprehensible 
a S nam for the individual cow and a death blow to the 

reed. 


10. Because deluded by the everlasting hue and cry of 
those who value what may come to the purse through ad- 
vertising, rather than that which comes to the pail through 
genuine production. Stop the everlasting boom of the 
promoter, give straight facts to the people who are in the 
dairy business for a livelihood. Undeceive us; give us the 
test that counts, and give it its proper setting. Properly en- 
lighten us and we’ll follow the light all right. The short- 
timie test as. now conducted is quite “a delusion and a 
snare.” It can never lead to the goal which an enthusiastic, 
earnest Holstein breeder hopes to reach. People are paying 
more for it first because the association is behind it strong- 
ly; second because inflated by a pernicious gas—too much 
hot air. Stop the everlasting boom, boom, boom, of the 
present-planned seven-day test and then our proper orien- 
tation will return.

COMMERCIAL VALUE OF 7-DAY 
TEST DUE TO EXPLOITATION 
—Schroeder. 

1. I believe the seven-day test is 
very unreliable as a basis for judging 
Holstein values. It is true that the 
seven-day record has a high commer- 
cial value, but this is not due to its 
reliability, but rather to the fact that 
the seven-day test has been exploited 
for years by the vast majority of the 
breeders. 

2. In my opinion the seven-day test 
is not reliable as a basis of breeding 
operations for increased economical 
production. It is a generally accepted 
fact that the ability of a cow is meas- 
ured by her production for a lactation 
period, which is understood to be ten 
months to a year. If the seven-day 
test would in any way indicate the 
ability of a cow to produce for her 
full lactation period, it would be use- 
less to have a long-time test. However, 
it is no indication. We have been mak- 
ing both long and short-time records, 
and have had an opportunity of study- 
ing both under identical conditions. 
In no case have we been able to esti- 
mate the yearly record by the size of 













































































the seven-day record at the beginning of the test. 
3. There is no doubt but that the seven-day record is 
losing public confidence. The demand for yearly records is 
growing, and I am satisfied that the breeders who are 
making yearly records are unable to supply the demand. 
In my opinion every new 40-lb. record and every new 
world’s record for seven days lowers the test in the eyes of 
the public. 

4. The yearly test, I think, has every advantage over 
the seven-day test from the standpoint of the future of the 
business, 

5. The seven-day test should be 
discontinued. Reasons in Nos. 1, 2 
and 3. 

6. There is no doubt but that the 
discontinuance of the seven-day test 
would greatly increase the number of 
yearly tests. 

7. The cost of the yearly test is not 
necessarily more than the cost of the 
seven-day test. In fact, if the breed as 
a whole adopted the yearly test, it 
could be made even cheaper than the 
seven-day test. In addition to this, the 
breeder would reap the benefit of in- 
creased milk production, which is a 
point that we have seemingly lost 
sight of in our seven-day craze. Itisa 
common practice among makers of 
short-time records to dry the cow up 
immediately after completing the sev- 
en-day test. This practice is not con- 
ducive to the development of the cow 
and at the same time is poor business. 

8. I do not believe that the future 
of the breed depends on the continu- 
ance of the seven-day test, but rather 
the discontinuance. 

9. I have observed very little ili 
effects from long-time testing. It is often said that yearly 
testing is a cause of barrenness because the cows are kept 
open for the purpose of obtaining larger records. In general 
these statements are without foundation. 

10. The public in general pays more for 7-day records 
than for yearly records for just this reason: Seven-day 
records have been better advertised. Practically every 
Holstein breeder lays emphasis on the seven-day test in 
his advertising. Even the men who are specializing in long 
time tests do not hesitate to capitalize the seven-day rec- 
ords which appear in the pedigree of the animal. “Adver- 
tised goods sell best.” We cannot dispute the fact that 
the seven-day records are well advertised. The seven-day 
record was the original test of the Holstein breed and 
consequently has a great lead in numbers over the yearly 
test. It is only natural that our breeders should emphasize 
every record which happens to appear in the pedigree. This 
however, does not tend to make the seven-day test a re- 
liable one. 

The men who were responsible for the Holsteins in this 
country discovered years ago that the breed had outgrown 
the seven-day test and instituted the long-time test. These 
men had the breed at heart. The Holstein cow was their 
business. Of recent years, men whose main interests lie 
in other lines than breeding, have entered the Holstein 
business purely from a sporting standpoint. These men 
have invariably been attracted to the seven-day record 
because it is short and snappy and appeals to their sport- 
ing instinct. They have made Holstein breeding a game 
rather than a business, and through their sensational ad- 
vertising of high prices and seven-day records. have had 
considerable effect in turning the minds of the breeders 
in general back to the seven-day test. These men are 
usually short-lived as Holstein breeders and it cannot be 
said they have the breed at heart. 

The seven-day record has passed its day of usefulness 
and has now become a problem. It cannot be dropped 
suddenly because too many breeders have built up their 
herds on a seven-day foundation. This change must come 
gradually and this can only be done through publicity. 


The men back of the yearly tests should bring out its 
merits in their advertising. The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion should emphasize yearly records in their publicity. 
Holsteins do not rank as the leading dairy breed through 


its 40 and 50-lb. records but because they excel in long-time 


production. To continue our position we must make prog- 
ress with our yearly work, and it is the duty of our asso- 


ciation to see that the yearly test gets full consideration.

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THE 100-DAY TEST—ANOTHER TOPIC FOR 
DISCUSSION 
Your ten leading questions put forth in a 
issue, confine the discussion to seven-day officiel ata 
compared to long-time or yearly semi-official tests. tox 
sonally, I do not believe that either one is a guide to the 
cow’s real dairy ability, so that instead of trying to answ es 
these questions I want to set forth my ideas on the wie: 
ject and submit an entirely new proposition for discussio 

First, I want to say that it seems to me that the one 

day records as made today are not a 

proper guide because they are ab. 
normal. Some cows apparently have 
the characteristic of releasing body 
fat into their milk during the ‘early 
part of lactation period, thereby pro- 
ducing an abnormal amount of fat 
for a short time. What they may do 
during this short time is certainly no 
guide to what they can do during their 
lactation period, and is, therefore, not 
a proper record upon which to base our 
breeding operations.. 
The year test is a better guide, but 
is open to objection because in the 
first place it is not strictly official and, 
more important, the question of the 
next calf enters into the matter. 

My -proposition, therefore, is that 
neither the seven-day nor the year 
test should be the accepted standard. 

Why not establish a test long 
enough to eliminate the objection to 
seven-day record, and at the same 
time not raise the question as to the 
next calf. My suggestions is that 100 
days would be the proper period of 
time to accomplish this. 

If a 100-day strictly official test is too expensive, perhaps 
some plan could be worked out to make it semi-official, but 
more nearly strictly official than the present year-records. 
If a supervisor were present once in ten days for a twenty- 
four hour period, for instance, and if some ten-day period 
were strictly supervised during the 100 days, besides the 
semi-official supervision, would it not come within the 
means of practically any breeder who is now able to stand 
the expense of seven-day records. My complete suggestion 
for discussion is that a 100-day (nearly) official record 
period supplemented by a 10-day strictly official period 
(not less than 20 days after calving) would place us on a 
better foundation for breeding operations, and also as to 
confidence of the public.’ 

One reason why I suggest periods of 100 days and 10

_ days is that it would be so easy, at a glance, to calculate 


the average per day. 

Another good reason for a period of 100 days (or 
thereabouts) is that there would be no injury to the cow 
either as a dairy producer or as a breeder. Any good cow 
can stand three months’ intensive training, in fact I think 
she is distinctly benefited by it. H. V. Noyes,

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The Discussion of the Ten Vital Questions 


HE letters published in this issue bring to a.close the 

l remarkably profitable and interesting discussion of the 
“ten vital questions.” These questions, relating to the 
subject of long-time and short-time testing, very evidently 
appealed to our good breeders as touching upon a matter 
that is indeed vital to the future of our industry. The 
answers gave evidence of much thought and care in prepar- 
ation. While all sides of the question were represented by 
champions, a safe majority of those responding stated their 
belief in the superior value of the long-time test as the 
basis for future progress. An overwhelming majority, in- 
cluding most of. the adherents of the long-time test, looked 
with disfavor on any suggestion to abolish the short-time 
test outright. Both tests it seems have their uses and their 
abuses; their arguments pro and con. An enlightened pub- 
lic sentiment may be depended upon to take the path that 
leads to Greatest Progress. Constant and thoughtful dis- 
cussion will be the most valuable means of crystallizing 
that public sentiment and leading it in the right direction. 

In the letters that have been published are a number 
of valuable ideas that are worthy of more particular con- 
sideration. Among these might be mentioned the proposition 
to have different classifications for long-time records made 
under normal twice-a-day-milking dairy conditions, and 
the records that are of a more forced nature; the substitu- 
tion of the 100-day test for our present 7-day and yearly 
divisions; the establishment of a calving requirement, or a 
provision that a cow shall freshen again within a given 
number of months in order to have her record accepted; 
and finally the part that publicity has played in the present 
situation. 

Selling the Long-Time Idea By Advertising. 

We aim to make this question of a calving requirement 
the subject of a future discussion, but right here and now 
we wish to give a little attention to the matter of publicity 
in its relation to long-time and short-time tests. In the first 
place it is pretty well agreed that, with certain notable ex- 
ceptions which will be mentioned later, short-time records 
are given more consideration than long-time tests in es- 
tablishing prices. This in fact is one of the most potent 
arguments in the case—the strongest factor that is making 
so many of our breeders hold back from making the long- 
time records. They feel that they can make the short-time 
records with less trouble and expense, and get more 
money as a result. These same men admit that the long- 
time test is growing in popularity, and when it is shown to 
be profitable they will be willing to undertake it. Several 
of the writers in this discussion have made the point that 
the reason for this condition is the large proportion of the 
breed advertising devoted to the exploitation of short-time 
records and short-time backing. Practically all of the men 
who are making year records are also doing 7-day work, and 
as they endeavor to get all the advertising benefit possible 
from their short-time records as well as the year work, it is 
practically true that very close to 100 per cent of the 
advertisers talk about seven-day records, while less than 
a third of the large advertisers use any mention of long- 
time records in their selling arguments. These facts— 
and they unquestionably are facts—point out several im- 
portant lessons. First they have a direct application to 
the man who believes that the future of the industry is 
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closely wrapped up in the long-time test. By doi 
to give long-time advertising more nearly an equal aoe 
in the breed advertising columns, he is primarily buildi : 
a reputation for his own herd. In addition he is trelgiate 
to popularize long-time tests—to sell the long-time id S 
to the public—thus assisting in leading the breed alias 
the lines that he believes to be right. With the Plats 
popularization of the year record backing will come lar 2 
prices and greater financial return for the men who Fai 
it to sell. All of this will mean new converts to the makin 
of long-time tests among the men who now admit that it is 
right in principle but not profitable in practice. In short 
advertising is the factor that will play the biggest part in 
determining the direction of the future development of 
the breed. 
We mentioned above that specific instances could be 
given where long-time tests were being appreciated in a 
financial way. The particular establishments we had in 
mind were those of E. C. Schroeder, J. M. Hackney and 
Hargrove & Arnold. Mr. Hackney stated in his answers 
to the questions that the two highest priced bulls he had 
sold this present season were sold because of their yearly 
are ae The prices on this pair totalled into five figures, 
Mr. Sehroeder recently sold one family that he had de- 
veloped for a bigger price than any other family has ever 
been sold for. The outstanding year records had much to 
do with his getting the prices he did. His entire surplus 
in fact is quickly snapped up at prices that pay him for 
the extra effort expended in making the long-time records. 
Hargrove & Arnold sell their bulls as fast as they advertise 
them. Now here is the point we are getting at—all three 
of these concerns are very liberal advertisers taking big 
space every week the year around, and year after year. 
They are just as persistent as the cows whose offspring 
they offer. They are reaping directly the benefit of their 
efforts and expenditures, and at the same time they are 
benefiting every man who has year record backing to sell. 
Advertising affects practically every phase of our existence. 
It is far broader in its power and application than most of 
us realize. The men who sincerely believe that the future 
of the Holstein industry depends in great measure upon the 
long-time test will do well to consider carefully whether or 
not they are bearing their fair share of the burden of sell- 
ing the idea to the Holstéin public. Advertising has been 
called business insurance. In this sense it is doubly true. 
The value of your investment in Holsteins depends very 
materially upon the sound and permanent progress of the 
breed Can you afford to neglect it? 





Why Are Prices High? 


NTERESTING data on the reasons back of the present 
| high prices are presented in an article by Prof. G. F. 

Warren in the Extension Service News. The cause of 
high prices, according to the author, is abundant money, and 
the statement is made that any commodity that is selling 
for less than double its pre-war price is. relatively cheap. 
Tables are presented showing that bank deposits have 
increased to 201 per cent, figuring the five-year pre-war 
average at 100 per cent. On a similar basis, wholesale 
prices stand at 196 per cent; wholesale food prices, 183 
per cent; and average farm prices for farm products 198 
per cent. A graphic presentation of the trend of bank de- 
posits, all commodities, food, and farm products since 1914 
reveals further significant facts. Wool, cotton, grains, hogs, 
and iron rose above the general price level, because of the 
unusual demands for them. Beef, veal, butter and other 
cattle products were much slower to rise, remaining rela- 
tively very cheap until the increased consumption which re- 
sulted brought about a shortage that caused a rise in 
proportion to other commodities. Particularly instructive is 
the parallel that is drawn between the present situation 
and the Civil War period. The trend of prices from 1914 
to 1918 has followed almost exactly the trend from 1861- 
1865. Immediately following the Civil War there was 4 
sharp break in prices, which continued steadily downward 
until 1871, when there was a slight rally, followed by @ 
continued decline until 1879, when prices took another up- 
ward trend. The pre-war level, however, was not reached 
until the middle of 1877, the lowest point, 1879, being about 
92 per cent of the pre-war figure. In this year the per 
capita holding of money was only $16.92, as against $56.23 0n 
Dec. 1, 1918. It is to be expected that the commodities 
which ascended in the price scale most rapidly, will be 
the first to drop, and economists are agreed that as the 
volume of currency is contracted the general level of 
prices will be lowered. 
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A National Chamber of Agriculture 

HE prospect for the formation of a National Chamber 
a § of Commerce of Agriculture looks brighter in view 

of the recent action of the Trans-Mississippi Read- 
stment Congress at Omaha. The plan has the active 
of the governors of a nuinber of mid-western 
states, and the delegates to the Congress were practically 
unanimous in favoring such a chamber. Appropriate reso- 
jutions were adopted urging that an organization of this 
nature be formed at the earliest possible moment, and the 
Secretary of Agriculture was memorialized to call to- 
gether the representatives of.the organized agricultural 
podies “for the creation of a National Chamber of Agri- 
culture, which shall serve as a clearing house for 
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agricultural activities, particularly those relating to 
production and marketing. “Without question there is need 
for such an organization. At present there is no means of 
determining accurately the pulse of Agriculture as a whole, 
nor of bringing the full force of its strength and influence 
to bear on any proposition, no matter how vitally it may 
affect the interests of this industry. The establishment 
of a chamber like that proposed would give Agriculture 
the same opportunity to express itself that Business has 
through its Chamber of Commerce. The project should 
command.the support of every man who has the welfare 
of the nation at heart for the welfare of the nation is 
inseparably wrapped up in the welfare of its basic in- 
dustry, Agriculture. .

IOWA HOLSTEIN BREEDERS BANQUET 


At the time of the recent sale in Waterloo, the Holstein- 
Friesian breeders of Iowa and their friends gathered for 
an informal supper at the Hotel Russell-Lamson. 

Due to the restrictions, brought about by the wide- 
spread epidemic of influenza last winter, it was impossible 
to hold the regular annual meeting, which the constitution 
stipulates shall take place during the first week in January, 
at the Iowa College of Agriculture. Consequently, the gath- 
ering in Waterloo, while not in any sense an official meet- 
ing, was sort of a friendly, get-together, which will have a 
tendency to keep the men in touch with each other. 

About seventy-five breeders were present and the event 
was a thoroughly enjoyable one, due largely to the fact that 
it was so informal. 

There were no set speeches, although two or three of 
the men made a few remarks. Mr. Hadley, the manager of 
the Cass Farms, one of the prominent breeders of the 
state, presided. 

Mr. Estel, State Dairy Expert, called attention to two 
bills now before the Iowa Legislature that are of supreme 
importance to the Iowa Dairy Industry. One of them pro- 
vides for greater efficiency of his office and the other is in 
regard to the establishment of a state Live Stock Sanitary 
Board and the eradication of bovine tuberculosis. 

The office of State Dairy Expert, is unique in Iowa. 
This is doing a wonderful work for the promotion of the 
Dairy industry and this is the first state to make such an 
office possible. There will doubtless be very little. objec- 
tion to the passing of the bill which increases the efficiency 
of and gives a broader scope to this office. 

The Live Stock Sanitary Board bill has been very care- 
fully worked out by the united efforts of the live stock 
breeders of the state. The beef men, the hog men, the 
breeders and importers of pure bred horses and above all 
the dairy cattle breeders, are united in an effort to con- 
trol all contagious and infectious diseases in Iowa. Natural- 
ly, the cattle interests center most about tuberculosis, and 
all of the associations are working harmoniously for the 
passing of the bill. 

The Holstein breeders have been energetic in their ef- 
forts to put this matter through but the fortune of both 





bills has depended more upon Judge W. B. Quarton than 
upon the work of any other man. 

A resolution, unqualifiedly endorsing these bills, was 
passed at the time of the meeting. 

The breeders were fortunate in having with them, Prof. 
L. S. Gillette, of Ames, and he was asked to say a few 
words. He endorsed particularly, the yearly record work 
as it is being favored by the breeders of Iowa. Mr. Gillette 
maintains that this is the only logical way of measuring a 
cow’s productive capacity. Her work for a short time may 
be spectacular and it is in no wise disparaging of her abil- 
ity, but it is the yearly work that proves the worth of an 
animal or a strain. One firm in Iowa has aptly adopted 
as its slogan, “It is the other 358 days that really count.” 

Mr. Gillette also spoke upon the subject of herd im- 
provement through the use of good sires. He had a won- 
derful illustration of this in the influence that was worked 


‘ out through the two herd sires sold by one of the men who 


were dispersing at the sale. It was the influence of this 
blood that made this man’s dispersion such a phenomenal 
success. 

The third speaker was Mr. Pederson, who is prominent 
in cow test association work in Iowa. He is a breeder 
of Holsteins and he has been doing a great work in helping 
to foster the cow test movement on the practical farm. 
Cooperation was his theme and he showed how a group of 
breeders, working together, may accomplish decidedly 
more than these same men could accomplish when work- 
ing independently. : 

The supper accomplished the purpose for which it was 
given, the stimulation of greater feeling of friendly cooper- 
ation among the breeders of Iowa.

A number of questions were 
asked him that brought out interesting discussion. Which 
should be retained the year or the seven-day test?

Harrington thought for the “breeder on the hillside” the 
seven-days test was of the most benefit. These breeders 
from a theoretical point could run the year test but in 
practice they wouldn’t, so for the small breeders it is 
best that the seven-day test be promulgated to their bene- 
fit. It is wise that we retain all the tests, early lactation, 
late lactation and year test. 

President Steele asked, “Would you select a sire to 
head your herd from a high fat strain or for quantity of 
milk? Would get as much of both as possible, laying stress 
on quantity of milk but first of all would get a good indi- 
vidual and a sire from a good mother that had all the quali- 
ties of a good cow, especially good udder. The club was 
pleased with the address and Mr. Harrington was made 
an honorary member. 

The matter of cooperative and community advertising 
was discussed and on motion Harry Mason Knox, A. G. 
Doren amd R. H. Hewitt were appointed a publicity and 
advertising committee. They have some very good ideas 
they are going to actively put into operation. 

Discussion occurred on sending delegates to the annual 
Holstein meeting and President Steele, Harry Mason 
Knox and Milo Pierce were selected. 

Mr. Knox brought up the matter of our club being repre- 
sented on the Council of the Country Clubs, and moved 
that the president appoint a representative.

The re- 
port of the treasurer, F. J. Bristol, was substantially the 
same as that submitted by Secretary Schroeder. Mr. Bris- 
tol’s report was submitted in detail showing from what 
sources moneys had been received and for what purposes 
they had been expended. 

The business session held late in the afternoon was 
marked by a free discussion on the proxy question and re- 
sulted in the association voting to continue the policy es- 
tablished some years ago by which proxies will be col- 
lected from members and voted under the direction of the 
association. F. J. Bristol recommended that this policy be 
abandoned and one adopted in its stead which he felt 
would tend to arouse greater interest on the part of the 
members. Mr. Bristol suggested that a proxy fund 
be created out of the membership fees setting apart $1.50 


for each member. This fund he would use in sending dele- . 


gates to the national convention on a basis of one dele- 
gate for every fifty members, said delegate to be armed 
with fifty proxies. He would pay the railroad fare of such 
delegates up to the amount of $75. Mr. Bristol argued that 
this would result in a larger attendance at the national 
conventions and that it would mean tying up the “little 
breeder on the hillside” a bit closer to the big business of 
the larger body. The association decided however to retain 
the old policy and collect proxies as usual. An interesting 
fact brought out was that while the state association has 
328 members there are more than 1900 Wisconsin breeders 
members of the national association. 

Another subject which called forth much discussion was 
the question of holding a state sale. J. P. Riordan declar- 
ed that he believed Wisconsin could put on the best Hol- 
stein sale in the United States barring one—the National. 
He was in favor of holding such a sale. F. H. Everson, 
manager of the 1919 sale told of some of the difficulties he 
had encountered in getting cattle together for the present 
sale. He had sent out one thousand letters and had ex- 
pected entries to literally flood his mails. As a matter of 
fact he received just sixteen replies. Then he packed his 
pajamas in his grip and started out on a quest of cattle 
that would meet the requirements of the state sale—re- 
quirements that made the standard high but none too 
high. He traveled for a whole month. He found good cat- 
tle but the owners just didn’t want to part with them. 

F. G. Swoboda of Antigo argued that the state sale 
should be continued as an educational factor and as a 
means of arousing added interest in the state association, 
the organization should make a better showing in mem- 
bership than a ratio of 328 to 1900. He thought the state 
sale should’ be made a fixture. F. J. Bristol, Oakfield, be- 
lieved the state sale to be a good thing for the industry. It

At the morning session Frank T. Price, 
business manager of the Holstein-Friesian World gave a 
timely address on “Advertising.” He was followed by A. 
J. Glover of Wisconsin, who presented the needs of the 
Wisconsin Dairy Council and asked the association to 
give it its support. Mr. Glover held that it was the man 
“pack of the cow” who should be interested in advertising 
his industry—interested in having a message carried to 
the consumer that would convince him of the food value of 
milk and milk products and also convince him of the im- 
portance of using these products rather than their sub- 
stitutes. The Wisconsin Dairy Council is organized for 
this work. 

The Banquet 

An excellent six course banquet, with the characteristic 
Palmer House service formed a fitting climax for the meet- 
ing. Covers were laid for 185 and the event was delight- 
ful in every particular. 

The post prandial program was presided over by Jerry 
P. Riordan, Mayville, manager of Harvest Farms who in- 
troduced a community sing as the opening feature with 
Herbert Barrett, Ft. Atkinson as the leader and Mrs. John 
G. Vose, Elkhorn, at the piano. 

Dean Russell Speaks 

Following the community sing Toastmaster Riordan in- 
troduced Dean H. L. Russell, of the College of Agriculture, 
as the speaker of the evening. 

Dean Russell who has spent many months in Washing- 
ton engaged in work with the Food Administration, took 
for his theme, “‘The Dairy Problem in its Larger Aspects.” 

“Everything is askew, just now,” said the speaker. 
“No man can predict what is going to be the outcome, but 
I may state-a few facts and you may be left to make your 
own deductions. There are two things to consider—the 
present European situation and what is going to happen 
after the present situation is relieved. 

Deflation to Follow Inflation 

“Just now we are going through a period of inflation. 
This must surely be followed by a period of deflation. The 
question arises, ‘Is it coming this year? If not will it come 
next year?’ 

“We can figure with certainty however that we must 
come sooner or later to the period of deflation.” 

Europe Impoverished 

The speaker here gave a resume of the needs for food 
abroad—the imperative demand for fats, for milk and 
meat. 

“Great Britian,” he continued, “has been able to main- 
tain her dairy stock to a surprising degree, France has lost 
seriously of her dairy stuff. Italy and Denmark have lost 
heavily, Belgium is cleaned out, Sweden is no longer an 
exporter. 

Three Things Needed 

“Europe needs three things, concentrates, dairy pro- 
ducts and meats. There are two or three things to be con- 
sidered that bear on the problem. Will Europe buy at our 
Price? The sale will turn on the price. Is there any gov- 
emment we can ‘consign to? It is no longer possible for 
an individual to export these products. It is a case where 
our government must deal with other governments. We 
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are all right with England but how about Russia and. Po- 
land and the buffer countries? Europe will naturally re- 
cover from her shortage of grain quicker than from her 
shortage of live stock but I don’t see how she can recover 
from her grain shortage this year owing to labor condi- 
tions and the need of fertilizers. 
Export Business Small Matter 

“I don’t think, however we should permit the European 
situation to befog our eyes. The export business is only 
a@ small part of our total business at best—only about one- 
eighth to one-sixth of our business being foreign business. 
The seven-eighths falls within our own boundaries. The 
greater attention in my judgment should be given to the 
development of our home markets for dairy products. 

Must Advertise 

“I am convinced that the time has come when the pro- 
ducer of dairy products must follow the course marked out 
by other producers and advertise his wares. Mr. Glover 
has told you about the plans of the Wisconsin Dairy Coun- 
cil. It deserves your hearty support.. You have an illus- 
tration of the power of publicity in the increased consump- 
tion of cheese brought about through the appeal of the food 
administration—you were asked to substitute cheese for 
meat that our armies might be fed meat. The result was 
an increased consumption of cheese amounting to 41 
million pounds in six months. You have another illustra- 
tion of the power of publicity in the advertising campaign 
carried on by the makers of butter substitutes. I am here 
to say that the time is at hand when the dairyman must 
himself use printers ink. 

Ice Cream Trade Grows 

“Even with the scarcity of sugar during the war period 
many manufacturers of ice cream increased their products 
25 per cent. It is a significant fact that when a section 
goes ‘dry’ there is an increased demand for soft drinks. 
This will mean increased demands for dairy products. 

“The time is at hand for intelligent advertising that will 
convince the consumer of the indispensability of milk as a 
food. The question of increasing the home consumption of 
dairy products must be taken up. 

Don’t Rock the Boat 

“What of the future? It is the dairy span that has car- 
ried us over. It must now be strengthened. I believe that 
the wise thing to do, the one that will best equip us to meet 
the falling market is to use better methods, better stock 
and don’t rock the boat.” 

At the conclusion of Dean Russell’s address President 
Bird announced that the meeting was adjourned. 





McHENRY COUNTY (ILL.) ORGANIZES 


A meeting of the Holstein Breeders of McHenry County, 
Illinois, was held at Woodstock February 24, which result- 
ed in the organization of the McHenry County Holstein 
Breeders’ Association. Officers were elected as follows: 
C. W. Gibbs, of McHenry, president; C. W. Harrison, of 
Ringwood, first vice president; E. G. Turner, of Richmond, 
second vice president; A. J. Gafke, Woodstock, secretary, 
and F. B. McConnell, Woodstock, treasurer. 

Among the objects of the association are encourage- 
ment of the use of purebred sires, better methods of feed- 
ing, community advertising and to encourage the establish- 
ment of accredited herds. Any one having a purebred sire 
at the head of his herd may become a member of the asso- 
ciation.

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CATTLE LICE AND THEIR CON 
TROL ‘ 


Storrs Experiment Statio 
ed a bulletin upon the sabieut al 03 
tle Lice and Their Control, which — 
ers the ground very completely pe 
goes into details concerning the ditter 
ent kinds of lice which infest cattle 
their life history, and concludes san 
an exposition on control measures that 
were used in their investigations. The 
conclusion of the author, G. H. Lam- 
son, Jr., is that a raw linseed oil is the 
most satisfactory and gives the best 
results from the standpoint of econ- 
omy of labor in application; for killing 
the lice, but not injuring the skin, at 
the same time not making it necessary 
to drench the cow; it had no poison- 
ous properties, at the same time it is 
a logical remedy as the lack of oili- 
ness in the skin of the cow has been 
shown to be a fundamental reason for 
her being lousy. Linseed oil can be 
put on at the time of grooming, or 
cleaning the cows, thus requiring little 
extra labor. It is comparatively cheap, 
costing anywhere from $1.25 to $1.75 
a gallon, which means a cost of ap- 
proximately five cents per cow for 
each treatment, as four or five cows 
can be treated with a pint of oil. The 
treatment should be repeated at least 
five times during the year, so that the 
total cost would be from twenty-five 
to thirty cents per cow. 

Emphasis is placed on the use of 
raw linseed oil rather than the boiled 
or refined oil. The oil can be best ap- 
plied with a brush having bristles of 
unequal length, of which the rice fiber 
brushes are probably most durable. 
The following instructions are given: 
Do not rub the skin too vigorously 
when applying the oil. Do not allow 
the animals that have been treated 


to get out into the strong sunlight un- — 


til at least twelve hours after apply- 
ing the oil. Do not exercise the ani- 
mal after treatment. Be sure to use 
raw and not boiled or refined linseed 
oil. 

The summary of the bulletin states 
that clean, well-lighted and ventilated 
stables will be helpful to prevent an 
increase of lice on cows. We assume 
that the -connection here that cows 
that live in clean, well-lighted and 
well-ventilated stables are usually 
kept in a healthful condition, and by 
an owner who is sufficiently interested 
in their welfare to prevent any such 
infestation from getting started.

MISSING A GOOD BET 


Under the heading “Why Do People 
Keep Cows?”, the Shorthorn World 


presents a story by Hildebrand Harms- 


worth, a brother of Lord Northcliffe, 
the greatest of English journalists and 
publishers, which has for its aim the 
explanation of why the writer keeps 
dairy Shorthorns. 

We quote from the story the part 
relating to a comparison with our 
Black and White favorites. Concern- 
ing this matter W. Hugh Jones, of 
Pennsylvania, to whom we are in- 
debted for the clipping, expresses the 
opinion that Lord Northcliffe is miss- 
ing a great opportunity in not placing 
his brother on his newspaper staff as a 
humorist. Real humor, however, 
should have a stronger foundation in 
fact. 

“The Friesian, British, Dutch or 
American, sometimes gives a large 
supply of milk (not quite so often, 
however, as its supporters would wish) 
which is usually of very poor quali- 
ty, but, when beef is talked, rapidly 
get the “wind up,” and are not in 
sight. They weigh out about one-half 
the weight of the dairy Shorthorn’ and 
make a stringy, tough sort of meat, no 
good to those with weak molars, or fre- 
quenters of dental institutes, where 
new sets can be had when wanted. 
The chief cause of the frequent failure 
of the Friesian to come up to the 
scratch, is, in many instances, due to 
the fact, that it is a somewhat delicate 
and fragile beast and only does well in 
certain favored localities. Many of 
the shrewd old hands are selling off 
their herds in the old country while 
the prices remain high, as the multi- 
plicity of Friesian herd sales testify. 
The dairy Shorthorn, on the other 
hand, is a hardy, thrifty animal, and 
does well anywhere from Klondyke to 
John o’ Groat’s. The necessity among 
Friesian people of being absolutely de- 
pendent on the Dutch farmer for their 
new stock bulls, which the cunning 
and wily Dutchman only lets go at 
unheard-of-prices, is prohibitive to the 


average man, and places the Friesian, 


if it is to receive the new blood so 
hecessary to maintain the herd, in the 
hands of a few freak millionaires with 
more money than brains. 

There is another point against the 
Friesian and that is color. It is not 
senerally known that the majority of 
calves even of the best blood are born 
Whole white, or whole black, or the 
markings are so ludicrous as to put

in my section, I believe that many g 
good animal has fallen into hands 
where the “registration quality” jg 
misunderstood. To cite here the words 
of a little dairyman in our Vicinity 
after coming from a big sale of re ae 
tered stock: “Now, I have bought two 
registered cows for $720 and that will 
give me daily a whole lot more milk 
as you see on these cards.” (He 
showed me the pedigree and produc. 
tion.) About a week ago I spoke to 
him again, asking how the cows were 
doing. He was very displeased about 
his purchase. He said they were just 
common cows, and he would never 
buy any more such stock. It is a little 
wonder, however, that these animals 
did not do better, taking into consider. 
ation that their feed consisted of what 
they could pick up in an old wheat 
stubble field. And so I might mention 
a good many more cases in which the 
owner thinks that such stock does not 
need good care or feed, or breeds to 
a scrub bull and so on, and in this 
way I believe that many a good animal 
is lost forever. 

In another instance I know of a 
farmer who has kept all the young 
stock on the farm, bulls as well as 
heifers, too much for his business 
under normal circumstances. Why did 
he do this? Simply because he thought 
that after this war the demand for 
dairy cattle in the old countries would 
be so big that it would largely pay to 
keep them. 

Now, however, we come to the ques- 
tion, will there be indeed such a fine 
future for our dairy stock in those 
countries? I fail to see this for the 
following reasons: 

The countries that have lost about 
25 to 50 per cent of their cattle are 
in particular France, Germany, Italy, 
England, Holland, Denmark and fur 
ther Russia, Sweden, Belgium, Austria 
Hungary and the Balkan States. How 
was the cattle industry in those coun- 
tries now before the war? 

France had plenty of the work-races 
in the “Salers, Limousine, Normande, 
Aubrac, Parthenaise, etc. races, and 
also in the milk races as the Hollan- 
dais (Holstein-Friesian), the Fla- 
mande, the Femeline, the Comtoise, 
the Jersey or Bretonne races. These 
races delivered under normal circum- 
stances in addition with the Durham, 
the Durham-manceaux, Durham-nor- 
mands, the Charollaise, the Garron- 
naise, the Schwitz and about ten other 
races, all the beef wanted. 

Germany also had her milk and beef 
races in different breeds. Italy had 
a good deal of imported cattle. Eng: 
land has plenty beef races. Holland 
has absolutely the milk race, the 
Holstein-Friesian: cow, no Durham oF 
any other beef strain. It supplies her 
beef however in the shape of the 
Holstein-Friesian cow that is disap- 
proved for the breeding, as three-teat- 
ed cows, old cows, steers, oxen, etc., 
whereas it ships yearly thousands 
these cows to the neighboring cout 
tries as Germany, italy, Belgium, 
France, Spain and Russia.

Mean second place the cattle indus- 
in Europe is based on principles, 
which are far different from the 
American. The farms are very small, 
and the farming has to be done much 
closer than here to make both ends 
meet. The capital which those farmers 
have at disposition for cattle is small 
in general. The farmer turns the 
penny ten times round before he gives 
it away, so to say, and high class 
registered stock is very seldom in 


‘ ‘ratio to what we find here on our big 


registered stock farms. High prices 
as are spent here for fine Holstein- 
Friesian cows are rare over there, so 
that our Holstein-Friesian stock would 
be too high for the European farmer’s 
purse in general. Improving of herds 
js generally done in a cooperative 
manner, viz., four or five farmers buy 
one fine association bull and mate 
these with the grade or scrub cows. 

In the third place,. the transporta- 
tion costs from America to those 
countries would be a little high in 
comparison with the local prices that 
are spent in general there. A good 
dairy cow, for instance, is considered 
well sold in the old countries at prices 
of hundred to two hundred dollars, and 
I doubt if they will pay the prices 
necessary to purchase our animals and 
transport them home. 

In the fourth place, many farmers 
have financially suffered so much that 
they will start again with the cheapest 
materials. Goats and sheep will re- 
place in many sections the cow, for 
- milk purpose, more than ever be- 
ore, 

In the fifth place, many European 
cities have tenfolded the use of dried 
nilk products, so that these products 
will replace a good many dairy cows. 
The demand for dried milk from 
_ may be expected to become 
en. 

These are mainly the most import- 
ant arguments why we cannot expect 
considerable exportation of Holstein- 
Friesian cows from Here to over there. 
The demand for beef from here 
may also be expected high. Thus far 
most of the American meat products 
on European markets came from Ar- 
gentine or South America, in frozen 
or canned condition. 

Holstein-Friesian cattle indus- 
ty will thus be profited by this war 
condition indirect, viz., that the de- 
mand for milk for condensaries may 
be expected bigger than before, so that 
the milk prices will be much higher in 
certain sections, whereas moreover 

the closer selection of good milk 
‘ows during the last years, the aver- 
4g¢ milk yield standard is elevated.
